ih this statement: 

“Pope Pius XI Asked Prayers for 
Russia on March 19th 

“Because: 

“(1) Communism, which is the 
controlling political philosophy of the 
present Soviet government, demands 
the abolition of all religious belief and 
practice in every territory where Com- 
mutism obtains the mastery. It re- 
quires a complete liquidation of the 
‘God-idea,, whether . expressed by 
Christianity, Judaism, Mohammedan- 
ism, or, in short, by any form of be- 
lief which admits the existence of a 
Supreme Being. 

World Soviet Plan Cited 

“(2) The present Russian govern- 
ment has repeatedly declared its in- 
tention to extend integral Communism 
to the entire world, the United States 
included. The Soviet Consitution, abol- 
whing nationality and the modern 
cept of the state, provides for the ex- 
tension of its political jurisdiction 
over all lands and peoples. And it is 
not permissible to separate the relig- 
ious from the political and economic 
content of Comunism, whieh must be 
accepted as an indivisible system. 

‘“(3) The anti-religious program, 
considered as a prime tenet of Com-. 
munism, has been executed consistent- | 
ly within Russia since the revolution 
as a prelude to its imposition on the 
entire non-Communist world. 

"(4) The Holy See in defense of 
the Christian faith has not ceased for 
tight years from combating this in-| 
rnational and official attempt to im- 
Pose atheism by force on the individ- 
wal, the family and the state. 

“(5) Pope RPius XI, in his pro- 
Mouncement of February 2, 1930, is 
but renewing in solemn and public 
fashion his previous protests against 
this violation of one of the most fun- 
damental and inalienable human 
Tights. Possessing neither political nor 
Sonomic nor other material sanction, 
bis appeal is to Ged. As the attack is 
forld-wide in its intent and scope, his 
Plea for universal prayer and expia- 
tion is directed to the conscience and 

moral instincts of mankind.”

| Washington.—Mr. Tytus Filipowiez, 

Ambassador of Poland to the United 
States, has just issued a statement to 
the N. C. W. C. News Service in which 
he refutes the charge made by Met- 
/ropolitan Sergius, the present chief 
patriarch of the Russian Orthodox 
Church, that “the Catholic Church un- 
der the Pope's leadership in Poland 
alone in 1929 forcibly confiscated 500 
Orthodox Russian churches, convert- 
ing them to Catholic uses.” 


This charge of Metropolitan Sergius 
| has received widespread publicity in 
‘this country recently, and is given 
prominence in an article on “Godless- 
ness and Humbuggery,” in the current 
issue of The Nation. Metropolitan 
Sergius is represented as supporting 
the Soviets in their religious policy. 
After making this charge, by which 
he denounces the Pope as the enemy 
of the Orthodox Church, he is quoted 
as saying: “As far as we know, no 
archbishops in England or elsewhere 
acted against these Catholic vio- 
lences.” 

Polish Ambassador's Statement 

The statement of Ambassador Fili- 
powicz follows:

The League of Nations 
has received from the Orthodox 
Church of Russian Poland, a petition 
in which it is charged that the Catho- 
lic Church, through court action, has 
taken 500 former Orthodox 
churches and monasteries, and that 
this action amounts to confiscation, 
The petition also protests against the 
razing of the famous Russian Church 
in Saxon Square, Warsaw, through 
Gevernment condemnation. 

This is said to be the first religious 
question that has found its way before 
the League of Nations in that body's 
10 years of existence. 

The petition came to the League 
from Archimandrites Vitallj and Pot- 
chaief, with a number of signatures. 
In accordance with recognized proce- 
dure, Sir Eric Drummond, Secretary 
Genera! of the League, has sent it to 
the Polish Government. The Polish 
Gevernment will be expected to for- 
mulate a reply, and, after its receipt, 
the question comes before the League 
Ceuncil.

Port au Prince, Haiti—The Catholic 
Hierarchy and clergy of Haiti, while 
expressly stating their aloofness from 
the politics of the country, today took 
a definite stand for the ending of 
American occupation of the island Re- 
public. 

This action, the clergy declared, they 
eannot help but take, since their love 
of the Haitian people compels them 
to make their joys, sorrows and as- 
pirations their own. 

The declaration for the Haitian 
clergy was made recently to members 
of the Forbes Commission, investiga- 
ting conditions under American occu- 
pation in Haiti, by Archbishop Conan 
of Port au Prince. All five members of 
the Commission paid a ceremonial call 
to the Archbishop’s Palace, and heard 
his statement. 

“With joy the Haitian clergy learn- 
ed that President Hoover had appoint- 
ed this Commission to investigate the 
painful situation in Haiti and recom- 
mend steps for ending it,” said Arch- 
bishop Conan. “We know that you 
represent all shades of opinion in the 
United States and come with open 
minds, and will therefore prepare a 
report acceptable to American opinion, 

Sympathy With People 

“Rightly Haiti is proud of her in- 
dependence, and suffers because since 
1915 she no longer enjoys true inde- 
pendence. You know that the clergy 
is mostly foreign and for many years 
probably will remain foreign. The 
Apostolic School of Notre Dame was 
founded by the Bishops in 1921 for 
the training of Haitian priests, but 
in apite of the efforts made the num- 
bet of students still ie small. 

“Sincere thanks are exterided to Mr. 
Vezina (Elie Vezina, one of the Catho- 
lic members of the Forbes Commis- 
sion) who visited the school on the 
second day after your arrival here 
and addressed encouraging words to 
the students, pointing out to them the 
noble mission and high services they 
will be expected to render to Haiti. 

“The fact that the clergy is foreign 
creates a delicate, and frequently dif- 
ficult, situation. They should not take 
part in politics; nevertheless they are 
deeply interested in everything affect 
ing the well being of the country, and 
share the joys and sorrows of the peo 
ple

Edmonds, Chief of the Archives Division, Commonwealth of Massachusetts. 


After careful consideration the major prize of $3,000 was awarded to 
Samuel Flagg Bemis, Professor of American Diplomatic History at Whit- 
man College, for his monograph “Jays Treaty,” and the undergraduate 
prize was awarded to Louis Morton Hacker of Columbia University for 
his study “The Genesis of the Interstate Commerce Act.”
